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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the restriction requirement dated March 18, 2008, Applicants elect 
parthenolide (i.e., the first compound recited in claim 8) as the single sesquiterpene 
lactone species without traverse. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-8, and 27 read on the elected species. Currently, claims 1-32 are 
pending, among which claims 1-27 have been elected for prosecution. As correctly 
pointed out by the Examiner, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.141, upon allowance of generic 
claims 1 and 5, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of the claims to additional 
species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of 
allowed generic claims 1 and 5.
